Wasnixarox, . O, Oot,, {4, 1803
The United States, on the 2ad. inst., added
another new oeean warrior (o our present
maguificent fleet. The Croiser “Brooklyn,"
the Intest addition o, and probably the fasts
eat and most powerful of the Heel of flug de-
fenders, was lannched from Creamp's ship
yard in Phiadelphia undor most suspielous
ciroumstances, Ehe was christened by Mise
Ida May Schieren, daunghter of Brooklyn's
Mayor, who vroke the bottle of ehampagn
over the sides of the great vessel, and at the
same time exclaiming in & firm voibo—"1
christen thee, Brookiyn.'' Tt s said that it
was one of (he pretiiest Iaunches sver made
ot the shipysrd, the eradle of the new navy,
We have now & splondid fleet, and may the
good work go on, and in & short time it will
be the beat of all nnvies of the world.
